After a three-year, pandemic-related hiatus more than 300 students, faculty, 
staff, and media professionals gathered face-to-face in Baltimore from October 
26-29 for the 2022 National Student Electronic Media Convention (NSEMC). 


Over four days, attendees listened to more than 35 media professionals and 
attended more than 65 informational sessions to learn valuable skills and 
techniques to take back to their media organizations at colleges and 
universities across the country. 


NSEMC 2022 culminated on Saturday with the presentation of the National 
Student Production Awards, honoring the best student work in media 
production across 33 categories. 


In addition, CBI recognized three faculty/staff members for their outstanding 
commitment to student media. Dave Black, the long-time general manager of 
WSUM-FM at the University of Wisconsin-Madison and former CBI board 
member, passed away this past February and the CBI Board voted to name the 
Excellence in Advising Award in his honor. Dr. Lisa Marshall of Muskingum 
University earned this year’s Dave Black Excellence in Advising Award and Dr. 
Greg Newton won the Joel Willer Award for his long-term service to student 
media at Ohio University.

Devecka and his students at Loyola University Maryland for working so hard 
behind the scenes to give all attendees a special “taste” of the city of Baltimore.
